‘French Women Have That Certain 


Something,’ Says 


“French, women have a certain 
something — I guess it’s in the 
air — that sets them apart from 
other Buropean and American 
women,” said Dr. Frederick Swen- 
sen with a twinkle in his eye when 
asked to compare French femin- 
ine’ dress to others. ‘French 
women have a knack of dressing 
with better taste and with more 
individuality that makes them dis- 
tinctive.” 

Dr. Swensen had six years in 
Europe from 1950 to 1956 in 
which he had. opportunity to 
study, work,.and live with the 
people of Europe. With the help of 
a Fulbright Scholarship he at- 
tended the University of Liege in 
Belgium where he earned the Doc- 
tor’s degree in philosophy. His 
schooling prior to that at the U. 
of Liege was taken at the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, and 
high school in Los Angeles. Dr. 
Swensen taught at USC until his 
European voyage. 


Seven Countries 


During the six: years Dr. Swen- 
sen visited seven countries in 
Europe. He spent the most time 
in Belgium attending school and 
tutoring adult students in English. 
In his visits to Austria and Ger- 
many, and France, he had oppor- 
tunity to see more of the country 
whose languages he is teaching. 
He also spent quite a bit of time 


in Holland, Switzerland, Italy, 
and Spain. 
“T cannot say which of the 


countries I liked best. I like them 
all for different reasons,” Dr. 
Swensen stated. “The customs 
vary so much from country to 
country that it is hard to compare. 
It is because of the variety of his- 
tory, environment, and develop- 
ment the countries have had.” 
European schools compare 


Dr. Swensen 


roughly with those in America, 
according to Dr. Swensen, al- 
though students start to high 
school .younger. in Europe. They 
might begin high school the same 
agé as our seventh or eighth grad- 
ers here. ; 

Dr. Swensen sailed both to and 
from Europe, and said that they 
were “luckily uneventful’. The 
tragedy of the Andrea Doria oc- 
curred near the end of 1956 when 
Dr. Swensen’s ship was bringing 
him to his home country. ‘Yes, 
we shared the same fog. It could 
have been a tragedy for us.” 

Dr. Swensen brought home to 
America a _ Belgium-born bride 
whom he met and married during 
his stay in her country. The couple 
is living in Los Angeles and now 
has a baby girl. It is interesting 
to note that either Flemish or 
French is spoken in the Swensen 
home rather than English. “My 
wife will never learn English at 
this rate,” he said. 

Anyone Can Go 

“Anyone can go to Europe 
now,” and Dr. Swensen stated 
that it would be well worth the 
trip. To any one contemplating 


the voyage, he advised taking as: 


little luggage as possible, and go- 
ing by air if time is limited. “The 
cost is about the same for sailing 
or flying, but a leisurely trip may 
be made by ship, and a fast one 
by air.” Also to save time after 
arriving in Europe travel by air 
is advised. | 

Southern California changed 
quite a bit in the time Dr. Swen- 
sen was in Europe. He came back 
to find that this, his home area, 
was much,better developed and 
more densely populated. The free- 
way network was a big surprise, 
as Aig was barely started when he 
left.

San Antonio Mounties, the only 
unbeaten football teams in East- 
ern Conferehce competition, will 
battle it out for undisputed lead- 
ership tonight before a Don Home- 
coming crowd in the Santa Ana 
Municipal Bowl at 8 p.m. 

Last Friday the Mountain Men 
knocked off the Orange Coast 
Pirates with a 20 to 14 win. This 
puts the Mounties in a key. posi- 
tion along with the Dons for the 
chance at the title of Eastern 
Conference Champions, Tonight’s 
game may tell the story for both 
teams. 

Averaging 403 yards a game, 
the Dons are far ahead of their 
Eastern Conference brothers in 
total offense, according to statis- 
tics compiled by Eddie West of 
the Santa Ana Register. 

Second to the Dons is Mt. SAC 
with an average of 304 yards a 
game in total offense. Mountie 
high scorer and ground gainer is 
Steve Hartman who has. an aver- 
age of 4.4 yards per carry and has 
scored 2 touchdowns this season. 

SAC’s scoring punch tonight 


will be reflected by the individual 
statistics of Dave Hurlburt, ‘Ron 
Russell and Aaron Peralta who 
rank 1-2-3 in league rushing with 
Bob Gaiters sixth. Hurlburt is 
third and Russell fifth at total of- 
fense although neither has yet 
thrown a pass. Gaiters, Hurlburt 
and Russell rate 1-2-3 in scoring. 


During the Citrus game last 
week quarterback George Dena 
took over the starting duties of 
Jack Trumbo, who was out with a 
nose operation, and with the help 
of Ron Russell and Peralta shoul- 
dered the offensive duties for a 
46 to 20 Don victory.
